ENGINEERING WONDERS, 
_ Sir Charles Parsons, in his 
Presidential address before. the 
British Association pointed out 
that among the minor improve- 
ments which in recent years have 
contributed to a higher efficiency 
in turbines are the more accurate 
curvature of the blades to avoid 
any losses in the steem, the 
raising of the peripheral velocities 
of the blades to nearly the velocity 
of the steam. impining upon 
them, and details of construction 
to reduce leakages toa minimum. 


In turbines of 20,000 to 30,000] - 


horse-power 82 per cent. of the 
available energy: in the steam is 
now abtainable as brake horse- 
power, and with a boiler efficiency 
of 35 per cent. the thermodynamic 
efficiency from the fuel to. the 
electrical output of the alternator 
has reached 23 per cent. and 
shortly may reach 28 per cent., 
a result rivalling the efficiency 
of internal combustion engines 
worked by produced gas. Dur- 
ing the twenty years immediate- 
ly preceding the - war turbo 
generators had increased ‘in size 
from 500 kilowatts to 25,000 kilo- 
watts, and the consumption of 
steam from 17Ib. per k.w. hour to 
10.31b, per k.w. hour.

Inthe 
same period the engine power "in 
Mercantile Marine has risen from 
3,900 of the King Edward to 75,000 
in the Mauretania. Asregards ‘the 
Royal Navy, the engine power of 
battleships prior to the war had 
increased from 12,000 ibp. to 
30,000 s.h.p., and in ships of 
the “ Queen Elizabeth class 
the power amounted to 
75,000 s.h.p., with a speed of 25 
knots. During the war the-power 
obtained with geared turbines in 
the Courageous class was 100,000 
s.h.p., with aspeed of 32 knots, the 
the maximum power transmitted

stroyers speeds to 39 knots had 
been obtained. "he aggregate 
horse-power of war and °mer- 
cantile turbined vessels was 
about 35,000,000, Dealing with 
the size of ships which had 
steadily increased up to the date 
of the war, this had brought about 
a reduction of power. for propul- 
sion per ton of displacement.
